Juſtice E1|is, 
m ſome Depoſitions of his taken in the High 
Court of Chancery. 


Re AAving feen ſome Depolitions of Mr. Juftice 

1] El taken in Chancery, in a Caule there dc- 
J pending, between Sir Francis Holles and 
Wei Sir Robert Carr, concerning a Portion due 
I ( but denied to be paid ) by thefaid Sir Ro- 
&£ bert, to the {aid Sir Francis, who had mar- 
ried his Sifterz in which the faid Juſtice is 
pleaſed to ſay things very much refleing,both upon Sir Fran- 
cis, and upon me his Fatherz where there are great milſtakes, 
and much faid by him as upon hear-fays which though infigni- 
ficant as to be matter of Proot and Evidence,yet ſerving much 
to make a noife.and poſlcſs ftanders-hy, who thall hear hisDe- 
poſitions rcad, with a prejudice and ill opinion of us, as if 
we were rcally guilty of thofe foul Things which zrc there 
ſaid of us 3 Ithall therefore do that right to my Self, my Son, 
and to Truth,” as to make ſome Obſervations upon thoſe De- 
poſitions, to difcovcr the very great improbability (to ſay no 
more) of what is there delivercd : My method ſhall be, firſt 
to ſet down the Intcrrogatory, and his Depotition verbatim 3 
then to thew briefly, where in it he hath varied from Truth 
by his own mittake, and where upon hear-fay from another 
Body. ny 
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The Interrogatory is thus : Do you believe, or have you 
beard that the ſaid Sir Francis Holles had preconveyed thoſe 
| Lands ſo to be ſetled for an additional Fointure as aforeſaid to 
other Perſons.to other uſes, ſo to fruſtrate the ſaid Settlement ? Or 
what diſcourſe have you at any time had with Sir Francis Holles 
about the Premiſes ? and wheth:r did not the ſaid Sir Francis 
Holles confeſi to you, that he had ſo preconveyed the ſaid Lands. 
that were ſ0 ro-by ſetled for an Additional Fointure as aforeſaid ? 
Declare, &c. 


The Depoſition follows: To the 5th Interrogatory this Depo- 
nent ſaith, That after the ſaid Deed was ſo executed by the ſaid 
Complainant, the ſaid Lady Carr came to him this Deponent, 

and acquainted him that the ſaid Complainant had made ſome 
Settlement and Conveyances of his Eſtate, he had ſo made to his 
Wife for an Additional Fointure, after his ſaid Marriage, and 
before the Sealing of the ſaid Deed for an Additional Fointure, 
on purpoſe to avoid the ſaid Fointure, and that the ſaid Fointure 
was worth nothing 3 at which he this Deponent was much ſurpri- 
zed, and did take himſelf concerned in it, for that be this Depo- 
nent had drawn.,or cauſed his Man to draw the ſaid Fointnre, and 
perſrwaded the ſaid Lady Carr, that ſhe ſhould have no apprehen- 
ſions, that the Complainant would do any ſuch thing ; and that he 
this Deponent did conceive, that be the ſaid Complainant had a good . 
Eſtate in himſelf, when he this Deponent ſaw the ſiid Deeds : but 
the ſaid Lady Carr did inſift upon it, that it was true, that he 
the Complainant had done ſuch an At, and that not many days 
before he ſealed the ſaid Fointure, be had conveyed away his Eſtate 
t0-0thers : Whereupon he this Deponent took, an occaſion to acquaint 
the Complainant with what he had beard, who to the beſt of this 
Deponents remembrance did acknowledge the ſame. But this De- 
ponent well remembreth; that upon that diſcourſe with the Com- 
plainant, he this Deponent was well ſatisfied, that ſome ſhort 
time befoxe the ſaid Complainant ſealed the ſaid Conveyance of 
an Additional Fointure, he had conveyed over his Eſtate therein to 
ſome other Perſon or Perſons, whereat this Deponent was much 
troubled. 

This 
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This concerns only my Son, who hath in his An(wer upon 
Oath to Sir Robert Carr's Bill in Chancery, faid poſitively he 
made no ſuch Preconveyances 5. The words of his Anſwerare 
theſe: 


This Defendant denies that before his Sealing and Executing the 
Decds of Leaſe and Releaſe in his former Anſwer mentioned, he had 
made or granted any Eſtate or Conveyance of or- in the Lands or 
Hereditaments therein mentioned, or any part thereof, to any Perſon 
or Perſons rohatſoever : Nor doth this Defendant remember or be- 
lieve be ever declared or confeſſed, be made or granted any Eſtate or 
Conveyance thereof precedent to the ſaid Deeds of Leaſe and Re- 
leaſe nor had he any reaſon ſo to do, for that this Defendant at 
the time of his Sealing the ſaid Deeds of Leaſe and Releaſe, was 
ſeized of ſuch Eſtate in the ſaid Premiſes, as that he had ( as he 
conceived and was adviſed by Counſel) good right and power to 
convey the ſame, as by the Deeds of Leaſe and Releaſe was menti- 
oned and intended, 


Now. if there never was any ſuch thing done by him, ccr- 
tainly he could notacknowledge that he had done ſuch a thing 
- as is{ct forth in the Depolition : Ir 1s true, Mr. Juſtice Ellzs 
ſomething qualities his Aﬀertion by putting in theſe words, 
That to the beft of his remembrance he did acknowledge it, But 
he muſt give me leave to remember him, that a Man of his 
gravity, who hath the honour to'be one of the twelve Judges 
ot Weſtminſfter-Hall, (whoſe words even doubttully ſpoken 
are of great weight, and do {way much to lead. other Mens 
Opinions and Judgments to a concurrence with his, even with 
what he enclines to bclicve ) ſhould not utteFany thing 
tending {o much to the diſparagement ot another, give ſuch 
a wound to the Horour and Reputation of a Gentleman., as - 
this Accuſation (1t truce.) would do to my. Son, but upon a 
very ggeat ccrtitude : For, I ſay, it this were true, that my 
Son had done fuch an Act, fo unworthy of himſelt, ſo unbe- 
coming an honctt Man, much Icfs a Gentleman, I would never 
own him more tor my Son, but ſhould think him htter tor a 
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Goal or a Bridewell, and thereto end his days, than to come 
irito any honeſt Company 3 and truly IT look upon it as ſuch 
an injury done him, as that 'it paſſeth almoſt all Repara- 
tions "$4 _ | : 


And Mr. Juſtice Els gocs ſomething further, and ſaith, 
He well remembers that, which is, That upon that Diſconrſe he 
was well ſatisfied there were ſic:;') Preconveyances, and that he wx 
much troubled at it, And ſaying what heſaid before, 1 donot 
much wonder that he faith this 3 For I ſee he 15s reſolved to 
lcad others into a belief that there were ſuch Preconveyances, 
' whether there were any or no 3 and I am moſt contident, ſo 
as T dur(t almoſt ſwear it, as much as I would (wear, for any 
thing that I do not of my own knowledge certainly know, 
that there never were any ſuch Preconveyances, nor never any 
{uch diſcourſe, or ground foriſuch a diſcourſe. For, firſt, my 
Son hath'denyed it upon his Oath, and I never obſerved but 
that he was one who made a Conſcience of his Ways, and 
Conſcience of an Oath. But admit him to be.a Knave, and 
that it had been true, that he' had done ſuch an unworthy frau- 
dulent A, in all reaſon he would not have been ſo weak, as 
to have acknowledged it in his Diſcourle to one, who he knew 
came to pump. it out of him, or have given him any ground 
to be fatished that it was {b, and that he had ſo played the 
Knave-: Such Works of Darkneſs uſe not to be owned and 
avowed, fince it is the ſecrecy of them that they owe their 
Being unto, and which renders them advantageous to their 
Contrivers. Therefore it is not probable my Son would make 
ſuch a Confeſſion to him : And if Mr. Juſtice Ellis did but ga- 
ther it from Circumſtances, and by Interences upon what was 
ſaid, he thoauld have done well to have declared thoſe Cir- 
cumltances, and have expreſſed in his Depolition the Particu- 
hrs of that Diſcourſe, upon which he grounded his being {6 
fatished 3 which certainly the could not but have remembred, 
(if there-hadbeenany )) as wellas that he was ſo ſatisfied up- 
on'it. And-me-thinks he thould have asked the Lady Carr, 
what ground the hadito ſay ſo, before he had gone any fur- 
ther, eſpecially ſofar as to fpeak with my Son aboutit, which 

| he 
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he could not but think would be to him a very diſobliging 
diſcourſe taxing him with, and queſtioning him about ſach a 
piece of knaveryz of which yet nothing appeared, and of 
which there was no ſign, no Veſtigium, but inthe Lady Carr's * 
Fancy 3 and Cit ſeems) a defirc in Mr, Juſtice Els to have it 
ſo bclicved by others, whether true or not true, 


But T may ask, Did Mr. Juſtice Ellis do the part of a faith- 
ful Fricnd to the Lady Carr, and Sir Robert Carr, for whom 
he ſaith he was entruſted, as their Learned Counſel, to draw 
- their Writings, and take care that good Afſurances ſhould be 
made, and all things wcll ſettled ? That he ſhould know, or 
but bclieve, or fear, there was ſuch double-dealing uſed to- 
wards his Clients and Friends, ſuch a Fraud and Cheat put 
upon them, inftead of an Additional Jointure to a Daugh- 
ter of thcir Family, and he befilent ſo long, and ſay nothing 
of it, whereby it might be put into ſome way, to diſcovcr 
all that foul play, and prevent the: miſchief and inconveni- 
ence which mult of neceſſity have come of it 3 For that Wifc of 
my Son's, whoſe Portion they would now not pay, lived with 
him ſeveral Years, and a Daughter he had by her lived about 
a twelve month after the Mother and all that time Mr, Ju- 
ſtice Ells ſaid not one word of this, nor I know not of how 
long after, not until his examination in this Cauſe in Chan- 
cery : And to ſay the Truth, I have reaſon to believe, that 
both his Satisfaction and his Trouble (which he ſpeaks of ) 
began but when Sir Robert Carr took up the Reſolution to 
keep back his Sitters Portion.z and that he had no thought 
before, that ever there had been ſuch diſcourſe between my 
Son and him, or any thing like it, to cauſe either hfs Sati(- 
fation, or his Trouble. And fo I come to his next Depo- 
ſition. | 


The. Intcrrogatories were the 5th, 6th, and 7th: The 
5th; Didjou at the inſtance of Dame Mary Carr repare a 
Draught in purſuance of the ſaid Settlement, to tender to the 
Gord Holles, and the Plantiff Sir Francis, and what was done 
therein, and whether was the ſame accepted or no ? Declare, &c. 
6th, 
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6th, Do you kyzow that the Lord Holles did refuſe to appoint his 
awn Counſel, to draw a Book, in purſuance of the ſaid Articles 
of Agreement 3 and w.#s there ever any Settlement made according 
to the ſaid Articles ? Declare, &c, 7th Do you know, or 
have you hard that the ſaid Lord Hollcs did ever deliver a Copy 
or Dranght of ſuch Settlement to the ſaid Dame Mary Carr, or 
to hey Counſel for that purpoſe appointed ? Declare, &c. 


His Depoſition to thoſe Interrogatories more immcdiatcly 
concerns me, it runs thus : | 


To the 5th, 6th, and 7th Interrogatories, This Deponent ſaith 
that he doth well remember, That the ſaid Lady Carr was often 
with him this Deponent, to prepare a Conveyance for to make a Set- 
tlement, according io the ſaid Articles of Agreement upon the ſaid 
Marriage 3 and did very much complain ſhe conld not get the ſaid 
Lord Holles to 4o it 3 and did often importune him this Deponent 
to dravs a Book, to that purpoſe : Thereupon this Deponent told her, 
That he could not well draw a Book, without fight of the ſaid Lord 
Hollcs his Writings, which ſhe could not procure. But this De- 
ponent remembyeth, at the ſ1i4 Lady Carr's importunity, he this 
Deponent did draw, or cauſe to be drawn, a rough draught of a 
Paper Book, with Blanks, to the Effect of the ſaid Articles, the 
ſaid Lady Carr often telling him this Depanent, that ſhe had the 
Money for the Portion ready if ſhe could but have the Aſſurances 
performed, And this Deponent had often diſcourſe with Sir Wil- 
liam Conſtantine, the ſaid Lord Holles his Connſel, who did ex- 
cept againſt ſomething in the ſaid Articles, and ſaid they were 
not reaſonable z whereupon this Deponent told him, that they were 
drawn by the ſaid Lord Hollcs himſelf with bis own hand, and 
that they were not to make Articles, but to draw Aſſurances, ac+ 
cording 19 the Articles already made, and deſired him the ſaid 
Sir William, That if be did not like the ſaid Dranght, which 
he this Deponent had drawn, that he the ſaid Sir William would 
draw a Book, himſelf 5 and if” there were any thing un the ſaid 
Articles unreaſonable, ( ſo 4&the Subſtance and Effet of them might 
be performed) he this Deponent would perſwade the Lady Carr 
to agree t0 them. But this Deponent did not. perceive that the ſaid 

Sir 
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Sir William Conſtantine was willing to do it, And this Depo- 
nent ſaith that afterwards the ſaid Lord Holles was with him 
ths Deponent, and did complyin of the ſaid Articles, and ſaid 
it was never his intention ſuch Settlement ſhould be made ; where- 
upon this Deponent told his Lordſhip, That he this Deponent could 
not, nor had any power to make any new Articles but if any 
thing were unreaſonable or hard upon him in them, he this Deponent 
world do his endeavour ts perſwale the Lady Carr to have them 
refified 3 but this Deponent doth not know that ever any. Conveyan- 
ces were made and executed according tothe ſaid Articles, or other= 
wiſe, or any tendred by the Lord Holles or bis Counſel, although 
the ſaid Lady Carr did often deſire, and was very importunate to 
bave had the fame done and perfefted. 


The Matccr of this is tar from Truths yet it may be truc, 
that the Lady Carr told him ſo 3 But that good Lady would 
ſometimes miſtake, and I am ſurc ſhe did ſo now, it ſhe ſaid 
any ſuch thing to Mr. Juttice Els, as he ſaith the did : For 
upon the Faith of a Chriſtian it 1s not true, that ſhedid preſs 
me to perfect thoſe Affurances, and as little truc that I ever ' 
refuſed it, or was backward to do my part in it. So- tar 
from it, that it was ftill detired and preſſed on by me 3 and it 
{tuck at her, and thuſc of her fide, who would neyer perform 
what was in the firit place their part todo, which was to ſccure 
the Portion. For which purpoſe, the was tied by the Arti- 
cles to get a Fine Icvied ot her Husband and Son, of ccrtain 
Lands thcrc {pccitied, in the Michaelmas Term tollowing at- 
ter the Marriage of her Daughtcr, which was about the lat- 
ter cnd of Arguſt 1661.This was not done. And my Engagc- 
ment tor ſetling the Jointure, was to doit ſomethree months 
attcr that Fine levicd : for this I was to do but in fix months 
attcr the Marriage.which timc did not c&pire till about the end 

of Febrnary. So then the Portion not {ccurcd, as I was not at 

' all bound, fo it had bcen a very imprudent thing in me to 
have ſetled Land tor a Jointure gratis, without any hopes of 
ever {ecing a Portion, which by their dealing I had cauſe to 
apprchend might be their intention, or at leati to put us to 
trouble to,rccover It. 
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For though Mr. Juſtice Ells is pleaſed to ſay, That. the Lady 
Carr told him the Portion was ready > She nor he never told us 
fo: Itis what we never hcard of, neither my Son nor I, and 
' T am confident no Man nor Woman did ever hear fo, but the 
Juſtice himſelf 3 And ſire we were moſt concerned to have 


had the notice given to us : Nay, the Juſtice, who by his 


own ſaying was intruſted with the care of procuring thoſe 
Settlements to be made, and ſeeing all things performed, that 
were requiſite thercunto, was bound in Duty and Conſcience 
to have ſignified ſo much to us, as that which would have 
removed the ſole Obſtacle, and brought the Bulineſs toa hap- 
py concluſion 3 or at leaft it would have: juſtihed to all the 
World the ſincerity of their Proccedings, and-laid opcn patt 
all denial the tergivcrſation and infincerity which they mct 
with from us. 


T am ſure that with much ado, after Jong waiting, and ſc- 
veral ſolicitations of mine, being then upon my Journcy into 
France, I got a meeting at my Houſe in Weſtminſter with the 
Lady Carr's Agents, a Counſeller at Law one Mr. Cox, and 
ſome others whom ſhe' employed 3 And all the Writings on 


my part were there-ready, and were examined and approved 


by them.,and I began to Scal,and had ſealed one or two 3 and 
I had acknowledged a Fine of the Land in purſuance of the 
Articles, and I delivered it to them : And as TwHh Sealing, I 
asked what Order they had for the Portion 5 to which 
Mr. Cox anſwered, He had none at all z whercupon TIreplycd, 
I would then ſettle no Jointure, till I had fatisfaction in that 
Particular, and accordingly ſtopped my hand from further 
Sealing, and there it relted. | 


Soon after that T went into France, where T continued near 
three years z whilſt I was there, I _— a defire from 
Sir Robert Carr, that T would write to ſome of my Fricnds in 
the Houſe of Peers (the Parliament then fitting) for their ta- 
vour and aſſiftance to him in paſſing a Bill to {cttle his Eſtate, 
and cnable him to pay ſome Debts, and particularty to dif- 


charge 
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charge and pay his Siſters Portion : Accordingly I did write 
to ſeveral Lords, to the Earl of Arlington by namie for one, 
who was then Principal Secretary, is yet alive, and can wit- 
neſs if this be true that I ſay. 


My laſt treating about this Buſineſs, or rather I may ſay 
my latt cndeavour to have treated, was when I went once to 
have vilited the Lady Carr at her Houſe in Lincolns-Inn-fields, 
with an intention to have moved her,. that ſhe would at laſt 
pcrtc things rclating to it. And I itaycd near an hour in a 
Tow Parlour, ſpaketo ſeveral of the Servants to acquaint her 
with my being there, but could have no anſwer 3 So I came 
' away, and I never went to {ee her more, nor never had any 
more to do with her, 


By thcſe Paſſages it appears no Portion was ready, what- 
ever the Lady faid to Mr. Juſtice Ellis 3 And whether the ſaid 
it orno, I duult almoſt politively atirm, he could not believe 
it was ſo for he, who knew that Family fo well, and the 
Nccclitics, Difhcultics, and Diliractions which it labourcd 
under, by reaſon of the Diftcmpcr of Sir Robert Carr the Fa- 
ther, the oppolition of the Lady to her Husband, and to all 
that he did, their drawing ſevcral ways, ſometimes the one 
prevailing, ſometimes the other, one undoing what. the other 
did he, I ſay, who knew all this, could not but know that 
{ix thouſand Pounds, was a Sum not to be there ſo calily got- 
ten togethcr, and that he was not preſcntly to believe it tobe 
lo bccauſe that Lady faid it. 


Indced I have hcard ſhe had a Sute in Chancery with her 
Counſcllor Mr. Coax, about ſome Moncy that ſhe had put into 
his hands > which Money, ſhe in her Anſwer to my Son's 
Bill in Chancery, faith was for the payment of this Portion 3 
but how likely this is to be true, that it was for that uſe, let 
any Man judgc. Cox, as I have heard, confeſſed only two 
thouſand Pounds, and that it was' in truſt for one Mr. Fleet=- 
wood, a Gentleman whom ſhe then much reſpectcd 3 and be- 
tides this was in 1667, or 1668, {everal years aftcr all treating 


about 
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about either Portion or Jointure, or any thing elſe relating to 
her Daughters Marriage, was-ablolutcly broken off and laid 
aſide, and her Daughter then dead, ot whom, or of any 
thing concerning her, ſhe then certainly had no thought at 
all ; fo as this is but a mcer Fancy, that it ſeems ſhe then 
pleaſed 'her ſelf with, when the was Sued by my Son, of 
which he nor none of his Fricnds had ever heard betore,whom 
(as"T have already {aid,) the ſhould chiefly have acquainted 
with it. 


Yet this Depoſition of Mr. Juſtice Elis even fo framed, but 
upon a Hear-ſay, may have its opcration, and perhaps much 
to my diſadvantage 5 for though the Juliice ſpeak it but upon 
the Lady Carr's Credit, who ſhould tell him ſuch things, That 
I refuſed to perform Covenants, and that the Portion was ready, 
. but I would do nothing of that I ought to do ; yet this coming 
trom him, and bcing vented and publithzd by him, a Perſon 
of that Weight and Authority, who bears ſuch a Figure as he 
doth, will make an impreflion upon ſome Mens Minds, as if 
I were in truth ſuch a Man as I am there deciphered to be; 
Therefore I have cauſe to complain of his readineſs upon (o 
Night a ground: to utter things ſo much to my diſparage- 
ment 3 and which he could not but know to be no legal Evi- 
dence in the- bchalf of Sir Robert Carr, who had produced him 
for a Witnc(s, and ſhews morc |a-good will and a detirehe had 
to pleaſe him, than that it could be any rcal ſervice to him, 
for the carrying on of his Cauſe. 


He gocs on and tells a Story, firſt of a Diſcourſe between 
himand Sir William Conſtantine, then of one between him and 
me-3 What Sir William Conſtantine {ajd to him T do not know, 
I do not remcmber that ever I employed Sir Willizm Conſt m- 
tine to'treat with him about that Bulincſs 3 nay, it}I were to 
die at this preſent, I would take it upon my death, that I 
cannot call to mind, that ever I knew that Scrjcant Els (tor 
{oI think he was then) was employed, - or made uſe of, in 
any part of all that Negotiation between the Lady Carr and 
mc 3 ſol may very well lay, that I do not believe it tobe true, 
that 
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E ſhould fay it was never my. intention, that ſuch a Settlement: 
ſhould be made. | 


And I do verily believe he goes upon a miſtake, confoun- 
ding another Butincfs with this : For I doacknowledge, I was 
with him about a Marriage propounded for the Earl of Lin- 
coln, which was long after that of my Son's 3 and I am very 
confident it was upon that occaſton, the firft time that ever F 
was at his Chambcr.,or ever had to do with him for I do very 
wcll remember, that when I went to fpeak with him about 
that Buſinc(s of the Earl of Lincolns, 1 did not know where 
his Chamber was till it was ſthewed me 3 which could not 
have bccn, it ever I had been there betore. 


But be it how it will, that he was employed or not em- 
ploycd in that buſincſs, and that I was or was not with him 
about it, it mattcrs not much 3 - I with he had dealt more 
clearly in his Teliimony, and not have fpoken in the Clouds, 
laid a general Charge, which makes a ſound, as if it ſignified 
lome grcat Mattcr 3 That I ſhozld complain of the Articles, and 
ſay, 1 never intended to mate a Settlement according tq them, 
though the Articles were of mine own drawing, as he faith 3 
Which if true, I had becn certainly a very unworthy Man, 
not fit for that common dealing which 1s between Man and 


Man, one upon whoſe Promites, nay Covenants and En- . 


gagen;ents no Man could put trult nor confidence 3 And for 
{ich a Man he endcavours to make me to pats 3 and therefore 
eclls not, wherein I was unſatished, or what the particular 
was which I complained ot. | 


For it is true, I did complain of one Particular, (yet I 
think not to him, tor (as I fay) I do not believe Ieverſpake 
with him in all that Bulincfs) nor was it of the Articles I 
complained 3 But this I complaincd of, that the Lady Carr 
would have ſomething to be done by me, which was not in 
the Articles, -as I ſuppoſed : It was concerning three Leaſes 
which I hcld for Livcs, one from the Earl of Salzsbury, the 
other 


that I ever. was with him' to: complain of the Articles, and:that 


& 
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other two from the Biſhop of: Salirhury : I had Articled, that 
- after my Deceaſe my Son ſhould have them, and was willing 
to yeeld to any thing, whereby they might be ſecured to my 
Son, that it ſhould not be in my power to diſpoſe of them 
from him : But nothing would ſerve the Lady Carr, but that 
I ſhould preſently aſſign them over to him 3 whichI could not 
give way to for two reſpe&s : One was.a little Point of Ho- 
nour3 for two 'of thete Leaſes being of two Mannors, I 
could not afterwards kecp Courts, nor grant Eſtates in my 
own Name; but muſt do it in my Sons : The other was a real 
Inconvenience, that when any of my Lives ſhould die, it 
would not be in my power to renue my Eſtate, without ha- 
ving him preſent to join with me, or rather to be himſelf the 
taker of it in his own name, who lived not with me, might 
be an hundred miles off, when an occaſion of renewing ſhould 
preſent it (elf, and I by that means might loſe the oppor- 
tunity, which would have been a great prejudice unto me, 
and even to my Son and his Wite, to whom thoſe Leaſes 
were to come after me. This I did not conceive at all to be 
the ſenſe and meaning of the Articles 3 which on the other 
fide I did conceive would have becn fully purſued and per- 
formed by what I propoſed, and what I was willing and rea- 
dy to do : And therefore Mr. Juftice Ellis would not tell the 
Particular, what it was that I complained of, which would 
have carried with it its own Jultihcation, but laps it up in 
general terms, to make me appear a falltiher of my word, and 
of my Covenants, This I think was not fo fair, and ſeems 
to me to argue rather a deſire in him to do me a miſchief, 
and ſerve a turn, than to give a tull and clear Teſtimony to 
the Truth. 


One thing more I muſt. obſerve, which I cannot let paſs 
without ſome Remarque upon it, he faith, The Articles were 
of mine own drawing, and makes uſe of that Circumſtance to 
aggravate my ill dealing, that I ſhould go againtt my own 
Act, and have the impudence my felt to proclaim it, and ſay 
I never intended the Settlement ſhould be made according to 
the Articles which my ſelf had drawn. Which had been a 
| tolly

wot in me even beyond the knavery, for few that play the 
Knaves will be ſo very Fools, as to ſay they intended it. 


But in truth Mr. Juſtice Ellis hath ill luck to miſtake in all 
he hath depoſed from the beginning to the end 3 For this is 
as true of my drawing the Articles, as all the reſt which I 
have before ſpoken to: It was Sir Orlando Bridgman that drew 
them, or cauſed them to bedrawn : All the hand that I had 
in them, was to inſert the name of Sir Robert Carr the Fa- 
ther, whom they would have left out, ſaying he was mad, 
and that the Lady managcd all, both the Perſon and Eſtate 
of her Husband being committed to her, and governed by 
her in the nataxe of his Guardian, fo that it was not at all 
needful -( as they ſaid) to make him a Party yet I defired - 
he ſhould be made a Party, and therefore put in his Name in 
ſeveral places, whereI conceived it neceſlary. 


And one Paſſage more I find there written with my own 
hand 3 It was to have 4000 pounds of the Portion laid out 
in Land «o be fetled upon my Daughter in Law for an Ad- 
dition to her Jointure 3 and further to declare how the re- 
mainder of the whole Eſtate ſhould go in caſe of no Iſſue. 


This is all I did as to the drawing of the Articles : but I 
do not ſay, nor did I ever think, that I was the leſs bound 
by them, becauſe I did not make them my elf, for I did agree 
to them, and was {till ready to have performed them, if the 
Lady Carr would have performed her part concerning the 
Portion, which (as I have faid before) was at leaſt to have 
been ſecured in the friſt place. 


However I was rcſolved ſtill to take care of her Daughter, 
and do all that I was bound to do, or indeed could do (whe- 
ther bound toitor no) for her good, after ſhe was once mar- 
ried into my Family, wholI mult ay did deſerve it, and pro- 
ved a very excellent good Woman: 3 though before ſhe did 
come into my Family, that is, before I knew her, and was 
acquainted with her,. I was not at all deſirous my Son ſhould 
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marry there. It was Sir Edward Roſftter that firſt-propofed 
the Match, who did manage the treaty of it and perfed it 3 
And if my Son would have been ruled by me, and followed 
my advice, he had not been married before he had received 
his Portion, and then all the trouble that hath ſince followed 
would have been prevented 3 but this is not much to the pur- 
poſe : To return then to Mr. Juſtice Ellis his Depoſition and 
ſomakean end. 


In his concluſion of it, he goes beyond all that he hath 
faid before, he faith, He did not know that any Conveyances were 
made by me according to the Articles, although the Lady Carr did 
often defire the ſame, and was very importunate nel to have it 
done and perfefed. Here he ſeems politively to (wear, that the 
Lady Carr did often deſire it, and was importunate with me to 
have it done. I would fain hope, that there was ſome miſtake 
in the Examiner writing down his Depoſition, and that he 
omitted what he had fully expreſſed in the former part of 
it, which was, That the Lady Carr had told him ſo; and (o 
indeed he may ſwear truth, though ſhe did not ſay true 3 For 
IT am ſure the thing is very falſe, if there be any truth in me: 
It was I ftill that defired her and importuned her, and not ſhe 
me, I was ſtill ready but ſhe would do nothing. And upon 
the whole Matter I muſt fay, That TI am as much wronged 
by Mr. Juſtice Ellis in his Depoſition throughout, as a Man 

* Ccanbe3 yet as a Chriſtian I will ſay, God forgive him, and 
I do; though he hath done me all this wrong 3 which is a 
better conchuſion of my Remarques, than his of his Depoſi- 


tion,
